The latest news Is that they 
have provisions for only one month, 
and unless the people of the United 
States come promptly to the rescue 
hunger and cold will claim their vic- 
tims by the thousands. It seems In- 



iar with these facts could go unmoved 
"Remember that the homes of these 
children have been destroyed, and 
they are gathered into improvised or- 
phanages and are being cared for by 
of noble American men and 
i who are fathering and mother- 
i the best they can. Helpless 
in such numbers never before 
appealed to the civilized world. We 
cannot but feel that the noble people 
of this great, wealthy county will re- 
spond to this call and save the rem- 
nant of this .the first nation of the 
world to receive the Gospel or our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

"Most of |he amounts received have 
been in cheks from Jlo to lino, and 
there are hundreds of others who 
might do likewise, and we trust they 
will. But there are yet other hun- 
dreds who can give smaller amounts. 
There are wage earners, salaried men. 
clerks, agents, mechanics, laborers.

Mr. Perry Hill, who until last March 
resided on a farm in the 



a few mil. s outside of Ripley, 
Ohio, this morning at about S o'clock 
with a gunshot wound through the 
heart and a shot gun laying hr his 
side. 

Mr. Hill left his home Tuesday 
at about 7:30 o'clock to walk 
the fields to another farm he 
owned and carried with him a single 
barrel shot gun with which he had 
been in habit of killing rabbits while 
walking from one farm to another. He 
failed to return to his home at a prop- 
er time last night and his wife be- 
came uneasy and started an investi- 
gation. She soon learned that he had 
not reached his other farm on Tues- 
day morning and a general alarm was 
given. 

Neighbors searched from 8 oVlock 
last night until 1 o'clock this morning 
but failed to find the missing man or 



any trace of him. At daylight this children. 



morning the 
up and at about 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing his body waa found lying near a 
fence in a hollow and near at hand 
was his single barrel shot gun with 
the load discharged. His heart had 
been punctured by the shot. _ 
The coroner of Brown county this 
afternoon is holding an Inquest into 
the death at Ripley. The general opin- 
ion seems to be that the fatality was 
caused by an accident while the offi- 
cials are also carefully investigating 
the possibility of suicide dr murder. 
There is little belief that there was 
murder as there has been no grounds 
brought to light. Mr. Hill is said to 
have had some little. business worries 
and was not entirely satisfied with 
his property holdings in Brown coun- 
ty, although the officials do not believe 
these would have been sufficient to 
have caused him to suicide. The con- 
clusion of the Coroner's inquest is not 
as yet known. 

Mr. Hill was 37 years of age and a 
most industrious and prosperous 
young farmer. He had owned several 
farms in this neighborhood, lie i* 
survived by his wife and two small

Washington, Dec. 14. — Shrinkage 
of values of the country's farm crops 
has placed their total worth this year 
at almost 15,000.000,000 less than last 
year, although the 1920 harvest was 
one of the most abundant in the na- 
tion's history with half a dozen crops 
breaking records. ■ 

The important crops which com- 
prise about 90 per cent of the value 
of all farm crops, were valued this 
year at $9,148,519,000 by tho Depart- 
ment of Agriculture today in its final 
estimate. Last year these crops were 
valued at $14,087,995,000. Acreage de- 
voted to the important crops also de- 
creased, the total being 351,062,409 
this year, as compared with 356,162,- 
122 last year. 

"The final outcome of the 1920 
wheat harvest winter and spring com- 
bined, is estimated at 789,878,000 
bushels, compared with 934,266,000 
bushels in 1919, this being an increase 
over the earlier estimates for 1920 of 
39,230.000 bushels. 

The 1920 acreage abandoned from 
winter killing, was less than expected, 
and indicated by the unpromising con- 
ditions May 1, and the increasingly 
favorable character of the later sea- 
son permitted much wheat then con- 
3idered hopeless to develope and come 
to harvest. 

The reports of increase over earlier 
expectations of winter wheat pro- 
duced come from almost every im- 
portant winter wheat state with the 
ureatest gain. 13,000.000. being In 



Notwithstanding the early unfavor- 
able conditions for farm work, the ef- 
fort of the farmers to seed their fields 
fully assisted by favoring days that 
came late in the planting period, re- 
sulted in plantings greater than ex- 
pected, the report says. 

Increases in almost every crop were 
reported In the revised production fig- 
ures, as compared with the prellmi-

THEY WANT AMERICA TO SPEAK. 

As an evidence of good faith iu leaguing themselves asteiwibly 
for world peace, our former allies are actually discussing the proposal 
for international disarmament. They have asked Uncle Sam to have 
a word, but Uncle Sam's spokesman for the time being declines on 
the ground that we are not a member of the European International 
Club. That seemc ! to be final, as this spokesman for the time being 
consults 110 01 3 in his position, and concludes all questions by per- 
sonal fiat regardless. But not so. Uncle Sam's committee of inter- 
national courtesy, somtimes asked to ratisfy or revise replies, sug- 
gests revision right now- 

Iu short, the 8 jate of the United States may suggest that the 
President of the United States rescind his declination and send a rep- 
resentative to talk disarmament with the allies. 

Just whe- this will get us is conjectural, but it is interesting to 
know that v ■ are on our way. It would be a perfectly proper pro- 
cedure for American and European powers, and Japan, to talk over 
terms of disarmament, league or no league. It is a matter these will 
have to determine ultimately if it is ever to be determined. Nothing 
can be done officially without America. They all know we are will 
irg, but they also know we are arming heavily. Japan, at least 
wants our word along with hers. 

But practical politics is a game many can play at and that can 
be used for the winning of stakes other than popular benefit. Also 
it sometimes happens that what one class deems good for society 
another deems bad, and both are honest in these estimates. Again 
reforms, real or imaginary, at times involve the interest of some di- 
vision of society in its social aspects or scientific reaction. Thus an 
there many ways by which opposition may come to good causes and 
come not with evil intent or from evil source. Something of that sit 
nation is discoverable in the matter of this bill for the protection of 
mothers by the simple plan of instruction and contributory care in 
need- 

The women, singly and in clubs, in divisions social, sectarian and 
racial, all in homogeneous combination, are massed behind this meas 
ure for the protection of motherhood and the conservation of baby 
hood. It is a formidable array in array with banners flying. Mobil 
ized upon Congress, it wonld seem to compel conquest. Not so much 
because it is an army of women as because it is an army of women 
voters. But even so, to paraphrase the words of the old song, "Sun 
they must fight if they would win." for the medicos and other wise 
men are also arrayed and more or less in ambush against them. 

LONG NEGLECT DOESN'T FOSTER QUICK ACTION. 

The American Congress is not the first to find that the shutting 
down of the water gates in the face of an incoming tlood is a .lit' 
ficult job. Long ago there was outcry of warning as those with far 
vision taking a look out over the course of ships that go down to th 
seas, discerned danger. But Congress was busy, heedless and unb« 
lieving. That was a time to take the stitch to save nine. Well, i 
didn't happen, and the herd is running amuck at Ellis Island de 
bouching on American soil and sweeping its way inland, and nobody 
to say nay. Then goes up the shout to shut the gates down quick and 
tight, and the promise is we will. But they don't 

The truth is we can not do in a day what we have neglected to 
do in months. Immigration as now constituted is a menace to Ameri 
can citizenship and American institutions in many way* It is com 
ing in floods, and, naturally, as is usual with floods, is bringing dir 
and debris by the quantity. It ought to be checked and of neCes 
sity must he. Then it should be regulated by some cleansing process 
working from the other side that will furnish complete sanitation 
sociological as well as healthful. Perhaps to stop it dead would be 
best for a time. It is that which has just failed. At that we recall 
that it may be best in the long run as it were to take what we can ge 
until we can arrange opportunity for getting more. By making terms 
with those who contend that to shut all out is unwise discrimination 
against the good, secure legislation for permanent exclusion of all th 
evil by mor" deliberate action- 

WOMEN'S INITIAL TEST OP POLITICAL POWER. 

The power of the ballot bids fair to get a convincing demonstra 
tionin the • .after of a piece of legislation that has long been desired 
by the women of the country. The so-called Shepard-Towner bill for 
a co-operative arrangement between the States and Federal Govern 
ment for instruction in maternity and home hygiene has been pending 
for passage in Congress for quite a while. There is no politics in 
volved in a partisan sense, as it the production in the form offered 
of a Democrat in the Senate and a Republican in the House. Yet fo 
some reason, and in deference to some interest, there has been suffi 
eient invisible force in the background to keep it in committee- 

Now it is declared that sentiment is surging over to the other 
side, and the signs of the time are for a speedy consideration of the 
bill and the certainty of its passage practically as drawn. The reason 
for this change of sentiment among federal legislators is not far to 
seek. Just a backward glance to November will indicate its location. 
By virtue of the Nineteenth Amendment's provisions the women did 
much of the work at that election. And they did it in a way that 
made plain to mere man that they know what they want, how to 
vote for it, and where to place the blame if they don't get it. That's 
practical politics. It is legitimate use of power in behalf of public 
good

The yield or corn per acre set a 
record with an average production or 
30.9 bushels.

While the corn crop is a record one, 
its value this year is $1,662,000,000 
less than last year's crop, which was 
smaller by 574.000,000 bushels. The 
price being paid to farmers for corn 
December 1 was announced as 67.7 
cents a bushel as rampared with 
$1,349 a year ago.
